Paris, June 24.— Sm 
ident of the republic, 
" mortally *t"*:i6 o'elock thi« evening 
in Lvuns, by Cesare Banto, an Italian 
Marchist, 21 years old. 

Fiwident Carnot went to Lynni to 
Tbit the exhibition of art8, scicncep 
and industries. He left the chamber 
of commerce hiiKiuct, given iu lii<* 
honpr, shortly after 1> o'clock/ and 
mdkad to hb eaniage, which was 
waiting in the P iKi- De L.a Bourse. 
He had hardly ttikuu liix t>i'at wiieii 
Santo, with a nenrapaper in hie band, 
pressed tbrnipb the crowd and spraog 
upou the carriage step. President 
Carnoi started sligh ily. Sau to snatch- 
ed a dagger from the news- 
paper and plunged it into the presi- 
dent's abdomen, nuur the livrr. 

The president siuik liack uncoii- 
. acious. He wai taken at once to tlie 
prelt'CtMre and tiie most skillful mr- 
KeoDS in the city were suniniuiii'il. 
Meantime Santo was arrested. 

The news spread swiftly to every 
part of the city. Infuriated crowds 
filled the streets. Before 10 o'clock 
an.It&lian restaurant bad been sacked 
•nd the police were obliged to strain 
every nerve to protect the Italian con- 
sulate. 

When Santo was within a few feet 

of the' carriage he waved a paper as if 
intending to present a jjetition and 
thus threw off their guard tlie persons 
nearest to the president. lie was 
seized juft as he was about to jump 
from tlu- sti'p iuid liad but half drawn 
the dagger. The president had repea- 
ted hemorrhages after he was taken to 
the prefecture. He sank gradually 
but steadily until 12:4;) oVhu k tlii.-^ 
morning, when he died. Mine. 
Carnoi and her two sons left Paris at 
11:57 o'clock last evening by special 
train for Lyons. 

Immediately afler the president was 
•tabbed, the hor«BS attached to hi.- 
carriage were started at a gallop for 
the prefecture. The president lay 
limp in the carriage. His eyes were 
c osed and he was apparnntly lifelesH. 
His clothes had been loosened so that 
the red sasab of the leginu of honor 
was displayed. On his left side nc ar 
the waist, a wet red spot told the 
wlic le story of his wound. He was 
lifted with the greatest care from the 
carriage and was carried to his room 
on the first floor. There he was laid 
on the bed on w bii li he slept the night 
before and Dr. Gailleton, the mayor 
of the city, examined the wound. 

The young assassin's full name was 
given by him at tlH^iioiiee station us 
Cesare Giovanni tianto. He is nearly 
22 years old, has a Tery small mus- 
taelie an<l wore a lif,'ht brown suit with 
a peaked cap of the same color. On 
Us way to the station he held his head 
down and glanced continually right 
and left, as if looking fur some possi- 
ble means of escape. Upon lieing 
interrogated he gave his nm»e, but 
professed to know too little of the 
language to say uuicfa more. His 
inability.to speak much French is 
Bather peculiar, as he has lived in 
Cotte for the past six months and is 
betieived to have been cousiderablji 
loi^sr in the country. He went from 
(Qst^ to Lyons yesterday morning.

A white balKX>n, declared to be the 
only one ever beard of, has arrived iu 
Brilford, Kugland, from .South Africi. 

Two years ago some Boers came up- 
on this baboon and his mother in the 
Mifchisa Rangp, in the district of .Jo 
hAnisburg. After a tierce tight the 
raeiher was killed, and the young male 
iH« led away to captivity. He wks 
Wough' up in Africa and has juit 
■heen taken to I'.ngl md. 
-tfJIe is now full grown, being be 
^|ien three and four foet in height. 
He is pure while in color, as may Ik- 
(^ered from its portrait. This was 
obtaine.! from a photograph, taken 
with great difikmlty, owing to the ba 
boon's restless disposition. He was 
finally induced to remain still, and in 
a suitable position by a bottle of milk 
held between tha bars of his cage. 

He is a very heavy, well grown ba 
boon an-l excites attention by his 
oAaseless activity. He has a remark- 
ably powertui voice, resembling the 
bark of,a large dug, but harsher and 
farther reaciiing. liest ami ipiiet are 
not possible in this neighlwrhood. 

This balxxm is possibly a member of 
a white variety of the chacma family, 
or possibly a case of albauism, which 
is found floeasionaliy in most races of 

animals 

1 he eliacma, or j)ig faced baboon i 
a native of South Africa, where he is 
very frequently found, and is the hn 
g*t of the babo(m family. He onli- 
narily grows to about as large as a 
n^tiff, but is much heavier. It is 
tlf* custom of his species to travel in 
troups, and these wmld Ik. very for- 
midable parties for men to encounter, 
M the baboons were net in the habit <.t 
running awny When aii;;ere(|, how- 
ever, or i)resse 1 by iiunger, they oeca 
sioBslly attack men, and even hunuui 
dwaltings. They are very noisy and 
p^yfbl, and geiieially not bad tera- 
paradi.-' The fur is usuallr brown i» 
ookir. 

Thehaboep is not easily domestica- 
ted, but he has beeu occasiiuialiv. 
There are records of a famous baboon 
v^o used to sit in a chair at Kxeter 
l Imnge. in London, snu.kr a pipe, 
and drink gin and water. A fondness 
ior alcoholic stimulants is Aequent in 
the monkey family. 

The baboon is among the least at- 
tractive of monkey-, although his |(u 
sition is closely contested by theuurang 
outang. Probably the mandril ba- 
boon, whose swollen checks are stri|)ed 
with blue, scarlet and purple, would 
capture the j)rize fur ugliness. In 
fact this particular baboon is said to 
put to flight the fiaroast beatte of the 
forest, simply by hn personal appear 
ance. 

The baboon feeds principally on 

vegetables, and eggs, of which he can 
conceal eight at once, in bis capacious 
chaak pouches.

Wariiington, June 25.— President 

Cleveland 1ms been closely watching 
the financial condition of the country 
and is encouraged by the improve<l 
outlook. In an interview this even- 
ing the President said: 

"The otter ot certain of the New 
York banks to replace from their own 
vaulu the gold withdrawn from the 
Government Treasury for shipment 
abroad is certainly thoughtful aud pa- 
triotia It not only tonda to mabtain 
the Treasury's gold reserve in good 
condition, but it adds to the stock of 
popular confidence, wbkh ii at all 
times important 

"The elementa which make up our 
actual situation do not justify any ap- 
prehension, and the administration 
still adheree to its pledge and deterini- 
natiou to protect our national credit 
at all hazards, and to keep the quali- 
ty of our money e(|ual to the best, 
so tar as the limita ot executive power 
permit 

"Of course croaking and the sprea- 
ding ot disquieting talee is calculated 
to injure the stringent financial condi- 
tions. I assume, however, that there 
is too much patriotism among our 
peopia, and too nndi fomilwri^ with 
our resources and capabilities to per- 
mit our reserved force and financial 
vigoij to be discredited. When the 
last government bonds were imued to 
replenish our ttodt of gold, it was 
nearly as low aa now, while outside of 
our gold we had as available money to 
pay ordinary expenses of the govern- 
ment only about •19,000,000. We 
have now besides our gud, and in 
money applicable to government ex- 
penses, more than S5.'i,000,000 

"I understand it is charged in cer- 
tain quarters that the payment of nia- 
turea obligations is postponed to the 
aqiouut of $50,000,000 or «75,000,- 
000. This is not true; we are paying 
as we go, in the usual way. Last year 
up to June 1 the balance against us 
arising from the exports and im[Mirts 
of merchandise, excluding gold and 
silver was »H4,.')62,O40. The balance 
in our favor for the same period this 
year was 162,960,5 62, representing a 
change in our fovor oif S127,.512,6U;i. 
"These conditions, taking into conside- 
ration the willingnem or our banks to 
help thI'Treasury during anv tempo- 
rary and unusual drain of gold ought 
to satisfy the most conservative of our week, 
safoty. It most also not be forgotten 
that wa are no lonaer purchasing sil- 
ver and iamiafloldobliiationi tbmra-' 
for."
